and described the foreign arms 
program as a waste of money." 


"Because the Soviets speak and 


think only in terms of force," 
Johnson said, "the danger of ag- 
gression can be avoided only by 
the prompt development of North 
Atlantic treaty forces

to make Soviet armed attack a 
risk too dangerous for it to run."

Tax-forgiveness Would 
Help Big Racketeers 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON— Congressmen are beginning 


to change their minds about voting income-tax 
forgiveness to tax deirauders who come in to 
the Treasury ana i'ess up. 


Such a tax-forgiveness 
proposal was voted 


fay the House Ways and Means committee the 
other day at the urging of Congressman Walter 
Lynch, New York City Democrat. 


However, some consider it significant that 


Congressman Lynch has the backing of Joe 
Nunan, ex-commissioner of Internal .Revenue 
now handling a lucrative income-tax-law busi- 
ness: and that Nunan in turn has been repre- 
senting Frankie Costello. 


Regardless of who was behind the tax-for- 


giveness bill, however, it is now recognized 
that 
this 
would 
chiefly 
benefit 
such 
big 


racketeers as Frankie Costello. In fact, some 
of the big gangsters are said to be praying 
that such an income-tax-forgiveness bill will 
pass. For that is about the only way the federal 
government can catch up with them. 


Realizing this, s.everal Congressmen are now 


changing their votes, among them veteran Rep- 
resentative Herman Eberharter of Pittsburgh. 


"Like a lot of people, I thought it would 


bring in some quick money to help balance the 
budget," says Eberharter. "However, if we ap- 
prove something like this, it will be an admis- 
sion that our revenue-collection system has 
broken down and chat we have got to forgive 
criminals to get money." 


The only Congressman who had the foresight 


to speak out against tax-forgiveness were John 
Carroll of Colorado, Jere Cooper of Tennessee 
and Stephen Young of Ohio, all Democrats. 


"I will not compromise with a willful fraud," 


Carroll challenged his colleagues. "Instead of 
giving big tax evaders immunity, we ought to 
increase our tax-collection force and go after

He spent several months 
organizing independent U.S. units so they could 
fight separately. 


Likewise Field Marshal Haig was flatly op- 


posed to an over-all European commander, and 
it took pressure from Lloyd George and Wood- 
row Wilson to make Marshal Foch the supreme 
Allied commander. 
After he was appointed, 


the war went better. 


In World War II, General Eisenhower was 


supreme Allied commander. But even so there 
was not much integration of troops of different 
nationalities. 
The 
American. 
Army 
usually 


fought as a unit and so did th-e British. 


Last month in London, however, it was agreed 


that North Atlantic pact forces would be com- 
pletely integrated. In 
other words, 
France, 


which would like to go in for a Navy and 
Air Force, instead will chiefly concentrate on 
developing a land army. The U.S.A. will con- 
centrate on long-range bombing and naval war- 
fare; the British on fighter planes, etc. 


To persuade sovereign nations to loiego their 


own military commands and cooperate in this 
kind of defense is probably the most important 
step in military cooperation ever taken. 


NOTE—One point neglected by Acheson is 


the Euiopean man-in-the-street, now drifting 
steadily toward neutrality. Regardless of what 
his military leaders may decide, he is inclined 
to see no reason to get mixed up in a war 
between the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R. Danger, 
therefore, is that we send guns to Europe, make 
historic agreements with generals, yet the man- 
in-the-street may'not fire the guns.

Dulles vs. Johnson 
It looks like the Hepublican watchdog of TJ.S. 


foreign policy, John Foster Dulles, was going 
to be something of a disappointment 
to his 


fellow Republicans. Simultaneously it looks as 
if the big Democratic money-raiser, Secretary 
of Defense Louey Johnson, was going to be 
quite a help to the Republicans. 


In fact, Johnson, the Democrat, is probably 


going to please the Republicans, more than 
Dulles, the dyed-in-the-wool Republican. 


It was over aid to Formosa and Nationalist 


China that Republican Senators raised 
such 


a howl last winter—a howl which led to the 
appointment of Wall Street Attorney John 
Foster Dulles as State Department adviser. 


Now GOP Senators find that GOP Dulles is 


privately critical of GOP General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and his Japanese policies, one of which 
was sending arms to Formosa. 


Meanwhile, Secretary Johnson lectures Con- 


gressmen in support of MacArthur. 


"There is no Japanese problem General Mac- 


Arthur can't solve," he says. "The Japs don't 
want him to leave. Nor do they want a change 
to civilian rule. There is no resentment against 
our occupation." 


However, MacArthur's tight censorship has 


prevented the American 
public from 
getting 


a true picture of what is happening in Japan. 
Nor does the Pentagon building appear to be 
fully informed. 


For, 
according 
to information 
which State 


Department adviser Dulles has given to Sena- 
tors, Japanese Communism is definitely grow- 
ing, and even Jap businessmen, wanting a share 
of the huge Chinese market now dominated by 
the Communists, talk about doing business with- 


• Communism. 


Dulles, in searching talks with Senators, has 


said he feels the United States must win over 
Japan as a partner in the cold war. 
The 


dilemma. Dulles confided to Senators, is that 
if American troops move out, then armed Com- 
munists will move in. Yet if the present mili- 
tary occupation rems.ins, Communists have a 
better battle cry for sabotaging us. 


One solution now under study is to give the 


Japanese more authority, remove military con- 
trol, and reconstitute MacArthur's troops as a 
"Pacific 
defense 
force" eventually including 


the Japanese. 


Meanwhile Secretary Johnson is leaving for 


Japan, privately agreeing with MacArthur that 
U.S. arms should go to Formosa. In Tokyo, he 
will haddle with Mat-Arthur on how to sell 
their program to Congress.

Once agam the world is witnessing the cor- 


ruption of youth to the aims of dictators bent 
on global conquest. At Whitsuntide these Red 
youngsters of East Germany could only jeer 
at the guns of the western nations. They will 
grow lo manhood in a warped frame of mind 
which will perhaps make them eager to chal- 
lenge those guns with their own metal. 


The Allies have triumphed in a propaganda 


skirmish. But the big battle for the minds 
of troubled peoples everywhere—and especially 
the young minds—goes much harder.

Dedicates Altar 
To Saint Peter

VATICAN CITY, June 5—(£>)— 


In a strictly private ceremony, 
Pope Pius XII today consecrated 
the central altar 
dedicated 
to 


Saint Peter in the Vatican grottos. 


The solemn ceremony climaxed 


long years of excavations and 
preparations of the grotto which, 
Pope Pius long ago said, marks 
the place where the first Pope 
and Prince of the Apostles—Saint 
Peter — was placed to rest. 


The ceremony proceeded while 


hundreds ot Holy Year pilgrims 
prayed on the basilica's marble 
floors at the head of the ancient 
crypts, unaware. 


The pontiff and a small party 


of prelates and Vatican of facials 
entered the grottos from a new 
doorway that leads directly to the 
excavations. 


Vatican sources said the cere- 


mony today was limited to conse- 
cration of the central altar, whose 
stones include 
slabs 
from the 


original basilica built by the Em- 
peror Constantine to mark the 
spot where Saint Peter was be- 
lieved to be buried. 


The 
Pope, 
addressing 
some 


6,000 Rome students Jan. 30, 1949, 
said that the burial place of the 
Apostle Peter "is and was under 
the cupola of St. Peter's church." 


Since then there have been re- 


ports that even more specific 
findings have been made during 
the more recent excavations, but 
there has not been any Vatican 
confirmation of this. 


A first inspection by the diplo- 


matic corps and journalists is ex- 
pected to be made in the near 
future, after which the gottos will 
be opened to the public. 


An estimated 6,000 people can 


enter the grottos at one time.

fornia university with Coulter pin 
seedlings it was found that thes' 
seedlings in dry soil could reversi 
the process. The experiments were 
undertaken to find out how' some 
trees survive in dry soil in desert 
region. 


It was found that some other 
trees could not take water from the 
air. The forest service also says 
that "negative transpiration" may

"This company has never turn- 


ed down any request for service 
made by anyone adjacent 16 the 
company's power lines. It has al- 


been ready to serve any 


amount of power contracted for, 
and has been ready to serve all 
such loads ,at the dates specified 
n the contracts. 


"The only exceptions to this 


lave been individual farm home 
applications 
requiring the con- 


struction of extremely long dis- 
tribution 
facilities. 
Erection of 


a-ansmission lines cost the com- 
pany approximately $2,000 a mile 
These have been built as rapidly 
as possible in all instances. 


"In the matter of serving rural 


electric co-operatives (REA) this 
company now serves most of the 
needs of seven different co-oper- 
atives operating in its area at 14 
different substation interconnec- 
tions. No request for electric ser- 
vice by Co-operatives has ever 
been turned down- or slowed Up by 
this company. 


'Rates to the co-operatives, all 


of which are served on a whole- 
sale basis, with the co-operatives 
owning their own distribution fa- 
cilities, have been uniformly low, 
averaging about 11 or 12 mills per 
kilowatt hour. 


"These rates are in line with 


the rates offered cooperatives by 
the government-owned Southwest- 
ern Power Administration. SPA 
energy, of course, will be sold 
without payment of taxes of any 
character. This company, however, 
must pay in taxes 4.7 mills per 
kilowatt, hour for every hour sold. 


If the amount of tax money is 


added to the 6 mills per kilowatt 
hour charged by the tax-free SPA, 
the amount becomes 10.7 mills, 
which is substantially the same 
rate now being charged the co-op- 
eratives by our company. 


"It is for these reasons," Green 


concluded, "that this company can 
see no need for the $18,393,000

Construction of faun drainage 


ditches is listed as practice No. S 
in the Pettis County 1950 Agri- 
cultural 
Conservation 
Program 


Handbook and the assistance of- 
fered for the performance of this 
practice is lOc per cubic yard of 
earth moved in construction. 


The primary putpose of the 


farm drainage ditch constructed 
according to specifications as s*t 
forth in the Pettis County Hattd- 
jook is to remove surface water. 
Excessive amounts of water are 
i armful to plant development and 
such a condition usually exists 
where tight surface soils are pre- 
valent, where 
shallow 
surface 


soils are underlaid with tight 
sub"soils oJ* hard-pan, and where 
contour of the land does riot per- 
mit proper drainage particularly 
in bottom land areas. 


Some of the benefits to be de- 


rived from good surface drainage 
are: (1) Better chemical and bact- 
erial action in the soil; (2) Better 
aeration of the soil; C3) Better seed 
germination; (4) Timely cultiva- 
tion and seeding with less labor 
and power involved. 


In order to facilitate proper 


maintenance in a drainage ditch, 
the dirt removed from the ditch 
under construction must be spread 
over a sufficiently wide area and 
in such a manner that the land will 
drain adequately. Three to one side 
slopes are generally required in a 
ditch m order to permit mainten- 
ance measures such as mowing in 
order to keep the channel free of 
weeds and brush. The grade of a 
ditch channel should never exceed 
6 inches fall in 100 linear f**t. 


Some of the factors to be con- 


sidered before constructing drain- 
age ditches include: (1) Will the 
benefits to be derived therefrom 
justify the cost? (2) Will the land 
when drained be adapted to agri- 
cultural purposes? <3) Is there a 
suitable outlet for the drainage 
water with sufficiently low eleva- 
tion to permit a free flow of water 
from the drainage ditch? (4) Is 
the drainage problem of a local 
nature or will it require the co- 
operation of farmers of a consid- 
erable area? (5) Will the ditch 
when constructed drain land which 
will be devoted to cropland uses? 


Drainage represents as serious 


a prpblem on level land as do other 
types of water management on 
bill land. In planning a ditch or a 
system of ditches for drainage pur- 
poses, extreme care must be used 
by taking into consideration all of 
the problem? involved and mak- 
ing accurate determination! with 
respect to grades and areas to be 
drained.
